Expanded Course Offerings 
Seen In Spring Term

As the fall semester of 1979 
came to an end and a new decade 
rolled in the spring semester of 
1980. several courses have been 
added to the Methodist College 
academic curriculum. During 
registration for this current 
spring semester, seven new 
courses have been offered to 
students. 

Four new courses are being 
offered in the Humanities sec- 
tion; Art 354, Theatre 468, Music 
120 and English 90. Art 354, 
Nineteen and Twentieth century 
art, is a 3-hour course under the 
instruction of Mr Lloyd Nick. It 
is a survey of the history of the 
paintings and sculptures of such 
famous artists as Michaelangelo, 
da Vinci and Rembrandt Art 
151 is a prerequisite for this 
course or special permission 
from the department chairman. 

Theatrical Design Laboratory 
or Theatre 468 is a 2-hour lab 
course. Half of the student time is 
spent on design with Mrs. Howell, 
and on lighting theories with Don 
Jones, in the classroom The 
>ther half is spent on actual 
design and laboratory duties, 
including working on scenery 
with Dr. Peyrouse. This course 
will only he offered semi- 
annually 

Music 120. taught by Mr 
Porter, is a course dedicated 
solely to the studying and playing 
of handbells This course has 
been in existence in the Methodist 
College curriculum for about 5 
years now, but this is the first 
time handbells has been offered 
to students for semester hour 
credit. Up until recently, this 
course was an extra-curricular 
activity elective because not 
much literature had been offered 
on handbells. For this season and 
because of a basic attitude 
change towards handbells, the 
course is being offered for credit 
for the first time. Those who take 
the course will receive one-hour 
credit towards graduation, but 
must have prior permission by 



the instructor before they will be 
accepted into the class. 

Mr Porter stated that he was 
enthusiastic about the course and 
credit being given but also sur- 
prised at the small number of 
students v» ho signed up. If anyone 
is interested, he is encouraged to 
talk with Mr. Porter. 

English 90, under the in- 
struction of Dr. Nick, is another 
course, like Math 90, that arouses 
varied feelings among the faculty 
and students. It seems, from past 
experience, that a majority of 
incoming freshmen are not up to 
college level standards in English 
course before they are prepared 
for the required English 101 . Thus 
English 90 came into the English 
system. 

In the social sciences depart- 
ment there are three new courses. 
History majors should be pleased 
to see the addition of two new 
courses, History 104 and History 
362. Those students interested in 
sociology, social work or 
psychology should be interested 
in the addition of Sociology 301 . 

History 104, a 3-s.h. course 
under Dr. Perkins instruction, is 
entitled World Civilizations II. It 
is a study of the development of 
global history from the year 1500 
to present time. Much emphasis 
is put on the spread of western 
ways and its influence on 
America, Asia and Europe. 

History 362, a 3-s.h. course also, 
is under the direction of Mr. 
Pulliam. This course, which 
deals with the history of North 
Carolina, was last taught at 
Methodist about ten years ago. It 
was reinstated and is of par- 
ticular interest to many for 
several reasons. Education 
majors who plan to have teaching 
jobs in N.C. need this course to be 
prepared to teach N.C. history to 
their students. Mr. Pulliam 
stated much emphasis will be put 
on local history as well as history 
of the state as a whole. Besides 
classroom instruction, field trips 
will also be taken in and out of 
Fayetteville to gain a better 



understanding of the course and 
of N .C in general 

This course should not be 
thought of as just for history or 
education majors and minors, 
hut should instead be of interest 
to everyone. It makes sense that 
people should know what they 
can about the state they live in, 
according tocurriculardesigners. 

The last new course to be added 
to the social sciences collection is 
Sociology 301 The s.h. credits are 
applicable to sociology, 
psychology or social work. 

This course, taught by Dr. John 
Sill, is an instruction to 
gerontology, the study of aging 
and of older adults. Elderly 
people in the current culture are 
often threated as a minority with 
many negative aspects attached 
to them This course then is of- 
fered to anyone interested in 
these problems and facts that 
come with growing old.

Physical Improvements Poll Completed

If the funds for campus im- 
provements were used as 
students wished, Methodist 
College would have a new gym. 
Fifty percent of those responding 
to the opinion poll rated a new 
gym as their first priority. A new 
gym received 16 percent of 
students' second choice im- 
provement, seven percent of 
third choice and five percent of 
the students' fourth choice. 
Administration officials have 
estimated that a new gym would 
cost two million dollars to build, 
and a half million dollars a year 
to operate. Even if endowment 
funds were used (total en- 
dowment funds in 1978 were 
$1,062,000), a new gym would 
mean an immediate $150 increase 
in student fees. 

Dorm improvement received 13 
percent of first choice im- 
provements, 18 percent of second 
choice, 15 percent of the third 
choice and 11 percent of fourth 
. hoice in the poll. A swimming 
pool, an impractical im- 
provement as far as the ad- 
ministration is concerned. 



received ten percent of the first 
choice votes, 24 percent of the 
second choice, 14 percent of the 
third choice and 11 percent of the 
fourth choice votes. 

The most common comment 
made by students concerned the 
elimination or lowering of speed 
humps New activity buses was 
the second most commented- 
upon need, followed closely by a 
need for improvements in the 
cafeteria. 




Concerning the rock pit, 46 
percent preferred a fountain 
while 26 percent supported the 
idea of having the rock pit 
transformed into gardens. Rose 
gardens and picnic area each 
garnered 11 percent of the votes 
while solar panels received five 
percent and concrete lions three 
percent. 

Although new roofs for the 
student union and classroom 
buildings received only seven 
percent and five percent 
respectively of the first choice 
votes, a new roof for the student 
union received the most votes for 
the third choice while a new roof 
for the classroom was fourth 
choice. A consist ant four percent 
of those answering the poll voted 
for a new little theatre in all 
choice categories. 

In the poll format, students 
were asked to rate their 
preferences on a one-to-ten scale. 
Due to the fact that over 15 per- 
cent of those answering the poll 
did not follow the directions, 
accurate percentages could not 
be calculated for the fifth 
through the tenth categories 
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The SGA Senate would like to 
welcome Methodist College's 
newest club — the Veterans Club 
The club was approved at the 
January 21 senate meeting. We 
hope the student body will give 
their support. All interested 
should contact Angel Lopez, the 
club President, about meeting 
times. 

The Senate Food Committee 
reported, at the January 21 
meeting, that every week, either 
Monday. Wednesday, or Friday, 
we will have a buffet lunch. There 
will also be a special 
"sweetheart" lunch and dinner 
on Valentine's Day. The cafeteria 
will have a special seating sec- 
tion for sweethearts.

The Senate Convocation 
Committee has been working 
very hard on meeting the needs of 
the students. The committee 
presented a resolution to the 
senate on December 10, 1979 
which was approved. However, 
approval from the faculty and 
administration is also man- 
datory. The following is a letter 
sent to all faculty members and 
the administration January 25, 

The Seventeenth 
Senate of the 
Student Government 
Association of 
Methodist College 
January 25, 1980 
Dear Administrators 
& Faculty Members, 
Enclosed is a copy of a 
resolution approved and adopted 
by the Seventeenth Senate on 
December 10, 1979. The con- 
troversy of "required" con- 
vocation attendance, which the 
resolution addresses, has been an 
ongoing problem far too long. The 
majority of the students' and 
faculties' complaints are in- 
corporated in the resolution, and 
therefore need not be expanded 
upon 

What is possibly most fun- 
damental of all is the fact that in 
its stated policy, the present 
system directly contradicts it- 
self. The 1979-80 Student Hand- 
book states, "All full-time 
students are required to attend a 



sufficient number of con- 
vocations to accumulate a total of 
sixteen (It) points per semester. 
This is a requirement for 
graduation, students can and do 
attend classes on a part-time 
basis and receive a degree from 
Methodist College, having never 
attended the required con- 
vocations While this may appear 
to be a petty complaint, it is 
indeed an unfair differentiation 
and discriminates against 
regular full-time students who 
meet the convocation 
requirement 

One point of the resolution does 
merit expansion. The third 
statement introduces the option 
of the $2.00 fine that students may 
pay for each convocation point 
they fail to acquire in a semester 
This practice suggests that in- 
stead of the intended cultural 
enrichment, a mere monetary 
payment is sufficient to attain the 
objectives of the convocation 
programs. This only adds to the 
facade of the entire convocation 
system. 

We believe that the large 
majority of the student body 
could appreciate the intended 
purpose of convocations. 
However, the obvious problems 
with the system have created 
apathy and lack of enthusiasm, 
and resulted in a sad misun- 
derstanding of the original ideal. 
It is our objective to create a 
system in which there would be a 
'lealthy incentive for convocation 
attendance. The proposed policy 
introduced in the resolution at- 
tempts to provide this and we feel 
that it would be quite effective. 
Please consider how well such a 
system might work and let us 
hear your response We an- 
ticipate your suggestions and 
guidance in this and all areas of 
student life.

Resolution Concerning 
the Convocation System 

Whereas: The present con- 
vocation system, one that 
contains negative con- 
notations, has resulted in 
general dissatisfaction with 
the system; and 

Whereas: This negative attitude 
of the students has been 
reflected in their rude 
behavior at recent con- 
vocations, and 

Whereas: Convocations are 
mandatory only in ap- 
pearance, due to the 
dominant option of the fine 
system, no student is in ac- 
tuality required to attend 
convocations; and 

Whereas: A use of reverse 
psychology would achieve a 
more positive attitude; and 

Whereas: A policy that rewarded 
students for attendance would 
provide motivation rather 
than retaliation; and 

Whereas: Participation in school 
Drama productions and 
Chorus merits semester hour 
credit ; and 

Whereas: Convocations warrant 
the same attention; and 

Whereas: Under the proposed 
system students would attend 
convocations on their own 
accord, thus improving 
student attitude and 



cooperation with the system. 
Therefore, be it resolved that we, 
the Seventeenth Senate of the 
Student Government 
Association of Methodist 
College respectfully urge the 
sincere and conscientious 
investigation into the 
possibility of initiating a new 
convocation system We 
propose that one-half credit 
hour be given for every 
sixteen points collected 
through convocation at- 
tendance each semester. No 
more than four credit hours 
can be obtained through 
attendance Graduation 
requirements would remain 
at 128 credit hours. Through 
attending convocations, the 
conscientious student can add 
to his total accumulated 



credit hours and graduate 
with 124 credits through class 
hours and four credits 
through convocation at- 
tendance, equalling 128 total 
credit hours. This will provide 
an incentive for convocation 
attendance Convocations will 
bea positive force rather than 
a negative one If convocation 
attendance is important 
enough to be a requirement 
for graduation, then at- 
tendance should deserve 
c redit hours as a reward. It is 
proposed that this new 
system go into effect in the 
new school year of Fall 
1980/Spring 1981. Therefore, 
seniors next year have the 
opportunity of getting one 
extra credit hour for 
graduation through con- 



vocations, juniors — two 
credit hours, sophomores — 
three credit hours, and fresh- 
men have the opportunity to 
get four credit hours through 
attendance, and all students 
entering Methodist College 
after next year. These 
credits, of course, are not 
transferable They only 
apply towards graduation 
from Methodist College. It is 
expected that a stricter 
allocation of point values for 
convocations must be a part 
of this change to insure that 
real educational worth is 
measured

MC High Court Speaks Out 



Dear Editor: 

The Methodist College High 
Court is entrusted with protecting 
student rights. Upon notification 
by the dean of students that a 
dean's disciplinary action has 
been appealed by a student, the 
High Court must within 48 hours, 
convene and begin proceeding to 
determine whether there is a 
basis for appeal. Appeals to the 
High Court are accepted only if 
there is a violation in the 
procedure used by the dean or a 
misapplication of punishment to 
the infraction of college policy 
and rules. Several problems have 
surfaced in the past semester 
that must be dealt with at the 
constitutional level to ensure that 
the High Court can indeed protect 
student rights. 

The most obvious problem is 
that students do not know who to 
contact to start the appeal 
process. This problem will be 
solved when a procedural 
checklist for defendants is drawn 
up. Presently, the dean of 
students notifies the chief justice 
who, through the court clerk, 
contacts the other justices as well 



as the public defender, Marcia 
Outlaw. To meet the requirement 
that the case proceedings 
commence within 48 hours, it has 
been evident that alternate 
justices must be provided for. 
Conflicts with school schedule 
and other activities make it very 
unlikely that all five justices can 
he contacted and can be present 
in 48 hours time. 

In most cases, students prefer 
to bypass the student High Court 
and appeal the dean's decision 
directly to the President of the 
college. What students who take 
this course of action do not 
realize is that the President only 
accepts appeals on the same 
grounds that the High Court does 
Procedural violations or on in- 
terpret at ional grounds. Students 
who opt to appeal to the President 
of the College should be advised 
to confer with the public defender 
prior to a meeting with the 
President. The administration 
informally accepts the presence 
of the chief Justice or some 
member of the High Court at a 
case appealed directly to the 
President but this is not a con- 



stitutional requirement. 

Because Senate truly intends to 
update the MC constitution in all 
aspects, strongly suggest that 
these changes be incorporated: 

1) Two alternate justices, who 
will fill in for absent justices, be 
provided for in the constitution; 

2) Upon appeal of any 
disciplinary action of the dean, 
that student be informed of their 
right to be represented by the 
public defender and their ad- 
vantage to be gained; 3) 
Stipulation that before a case can 
be appealed to the President of 
the College a student must confer 
with the public defender; 4) The 
presence of two members of the 
High Court at a hearing appealed 
directly to the President of the 
college be mandatory. These 
suggestions will not only save 
valuable time but they will also 
make the High Court truly ac- 
countable for the protection of 
student rights while relieving 
administrators of the paranoid 
accusations of intimidation that 
are a natural reaction to closed- 
door justice.

Kados said In addition, 
the salons would !*• especially 
popular with persons who want a 
slight Ian before traveling to the 
beach, he said 

While the salons appeal mostly 
to customers between the ages of 
It! and 4f>. persons in their 
seventies and eighties also use 
the booths, said Susan Barden, 
vice president for Tantrific Sun. 
Inc . the largest and oldest salon 
enfranchise!-, located in Searcy. 

In response to the der 
matologists' warning. Harden 
said It if tanning booth I is the 
same thing as the sun Der 
matologists have been telling 
people for years to stay out of the 



sun but are now concerned with 
tanning booths because they're a 
new thing 

•I've had a lot of der- 
matologists send us their 
patients 'tor treatment I Der- 
matologists use the same bulbs 
as we do " 

The dermatologist panel 
acknow ledged that some doctors 
use ultraviolet light for acne 
cases, but said the treatment is 
not extensive enough to produce 
a tan or burn 

Harden said the FDA 
recommendations include "a lot 
of things we were already 
doing " At the estimated 90 
Tantrific salons around the 
country. for example. a 
prospective customer must fx 1 
screened by a booth operator and

Many lactors can influence the

Tanning can now be as easy as 
taking a shower but perhaps a 
bit more risky 

Like in showering, you can 
stand quietly in a small, rec- 
tangular enclosure for a minute 
or two bathing Hut bathing in 
the heat of ultraviolet light in- 
stead of water 

Tanning booths are all right if 
you want to get cooked." warned 
l)r FredLrbach. a leading skin 
specialist who stresses the 
hazards of using ultraviolet 
lamps for a quick tan 

The tanning salon industry, 
however, claims the rays 
received in the booths are no 
more dangerous than those 
emitted from the sun 

Still, the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration is con- 
cerned Parlors specializing in 
nothing but bronzed bodies are 
mushrooming around the 
country, with more than 1,(100 in 
operation And as a result of the 
"tanning boom" and based on 
investigations of alleged injuries 
received in the booths, safety 
guidelines have been established 
by the FDA Spot FDA in- 
spections of parlors also will 
soon begin 

In addition, a group of 14 
dermatologists from the 
American Academy of Der- 
matology issued a warning 
December I against the use of 
tanning booths 

This panel of photo-biologists, 
who specialize in the sun's effect 
of skin, stated that tanning 
creates dry. leather like skin, 
purple blotches and scarring 
Overexposure to ultra-violet rays 
often lead to skin cancer, they 
claimed "Tanning is medically 
harmful." said I'rbach. who is a 
Temple ( diversity dermatology 
professor Speaking for the 
panel. I'rbach added. "We don't 
think a Ian is good for you. It's a 
status symbol." 

The physicians also main- 
tained that commercial tanning 
salons offer no adequate pre- 
tanning examination by a 
competent doctor As a result, 
people with chronically sun- 
sensitive skin will lie allowed to 
use the tanning facilities, taking 



the risk of irritating their skin, 
they said 

Those with a sunburn may 
receive further injury by tanning 
in the booths, and persons taking 
certain medications whose 
ingredients increase skin sen 
silivity, such as tetracycline 
should also avoid the salons, they 
said 

The doctors concluded that 
persons especially susceptible to 
harmful effects from ultraviolet 
rays are usually light skinned, 
blue eyed and fair haired, 
leading l ! rbach to claim: "The 
people who can't get a tan want 
to tan the most " 

In November, the FDA sent 
letters to manufacturers and 
operators of tanning booths, 
suggesting that special controls 
bt implemented as soon as 
possible," said Hill Kados, an 
FDA spokesman The controls 
include timers in the booths, 
goggles lor the users, and a 
warning sign posted to list the 
possible dangers of overex- 
posure l' It ra violet bulbs used in 
the booths should also be partly 
shielded, the FDA recom- 
mended 

"A worrisome number <of 
booths i didn't have these 
before the FDA issued the 
guidelines. Kados said T don't 
know how many have them 
now." 

It the operators tail to comply 
with the safeguards, FDA in- 
spectors could cite the tanning 
saloas and conduct follow-up 
inspections And if the FDA still 
isn't satisfied. "The options 
include seizing the establishment 
or taking them to court We have 
the force of the law behind these 
suggestions," said Kados. who 
added that initial spot in 
spections will be made in the 
coming weeks 

Since August I97K. when the 
I li st salon opened in Searcy. 
Ark . the FDA has received 
about nine complaints and 
several reports of sunburn in- 
juries One person reportedly 
started lo faint in a booth and fell 
into an ultraviolet bulb Some 
persons recently have com- 
plained that the bulbs burned 
their eyes, said Kados

Wesely indicated that three 
(AKF-MKDICO nurses are at 
the refugee camps tending the 
sick, and that CAKK will also 
build and equip a number of 
special kitchen-clinic facilities to 
feed and treat the most severely 
malnourished children. 

"I've just returned from a 
survey of the camps," Wesely 
said. "The overwhelmingly 
appalling condition of the

Phase I, II, and HI of the Scuba Training Program provide cadets 
with the opportunity to receive professional Army instructions in 
diving hazards, techniques, and Special Forces Underwater Tactics 
Individuals must Ik- mentally and physically prepared for all phases 
ol the training by participating in demanding swimming and running 
conditioning programs 

In addition, cadets must pass the Special Forces Water Test which 
includes (Da continuous surface swim of five hundred meters using 
the breaststroke and stdestroke only. (2) an underwater swim of 25 
meters without surfacing mo diving assists allowed). (3) a surface 
dive to retrieve a 20 pound weight from a depth of 12 feet, (4) a 
stationery exercise to tread water with hands out of the water for five 
minutes 

Phase I of Certification started off with 12 members and as the 
training progressed, and neared its completion, only six remained 
The training included evening classes and Saturday morning swim 
sessions with previously qualified Scuba Team members. 

Phase II of Scuba Training will be conducted over Spring Break 
from March 49 Scuba qualified cadets will conduct dives at 
Florida's John Pennekamp Coral Keel State Park in Key Largo, Fla 
This lust underwater state park in the United States covers ap 
proximately I7K miles of coral reels, seagrass beds and mangrove 
swamps In addition to making dives, cadets will be involved with 
KBIT) and Motorboat training 

Phase III is an intensive and physically demanding Scuba exercise 
Selected cadets will participate in training conducted by the elite 
Special Forces waterborne Operations School Prior to this operation, 
cadets will be able to run four miles nonstop to insure physicai 
stamina The (raining will be conducted at Keywest, Fla , and will 
include a Day Compass Swim of HO and 1.000 meters Further em- 
phasis will Ik- placed on maintaining equipment, identifying en- 
vironmental hazards, planning dive operations and underwater hand 
signals.

The members of the world 
famous V S. Army parachute 
team, the "Golden Knights," 
performed an aerial free-fall 
demonstration April 8, from 1100- 
1200 hours at the soccer field. It 
was a real family affair that 
pleased both the young and old. 

The Golden Knights, based at 
Ft Bragg, have presented over 
2,700 live parachuting demon- 
strations in addition to their 
accomplishments in the field of 
competition All performers in 
the elite parachute group are 
enlisted personnel 

The Golden Knights are the U. 
S. Army's only parachute 
demontration unit and perform 
over 200 exhibitions each year 
throughout the United States and 
the world before an average 
annual audience of ten million 
spectators The Unit is comprised 
of 62 men and women and is 
divided into two demonstration 
teams. a competition team, an 
administrative support group 
and an aviation section which 
flies the VC-7A Caribous aircraft 
that they jump from. 

Kach member of the Golden 
Knights must be a qualified 
military parachutist, have a 
perfect military record, a 
minimum of 200 free-fall jumps 
and hold a class "D" Inter 
national Parachuting License 
Kach member is selected after a 
lengthy iryout period from the 



of applications the 
team receives each year 

Etching intricate maneuvers in 
the sky with red smoke, which 
trails from canisters attached to 
their boots, the parachutists 
attain speeds close to 200 mph 
while free-falling After com- 
pleting two-thirds of their two- 
mile plunge earthward, they open 
their parachute to glide to the 
demonstration area and land 
standing up. 

The team members jump from 
an altitude of over 13,000-feet and 
perform aerial acrobatics with 
split-second timing including 



eight-man relative work. Since 
the Golden Knights were formed 
in 1959. the team has performed 
in all 50 states and in 28 foreign 
nations. Members of the team 
currently hold eight of the ten 
men's world parachuting ac- 
curacy landing individual 
records and the women's world 
style records as held by a 
member of the team. The team 
has produced 14 National and 
four World Parachuting 
Champions and has compiled the 
most consistent record of 
national and international 
of any team in the world.
